Sensational Scene 


South Carolina Senators 
Come to Blows. 


McLaurin Brutally Assaulted 
by Pitchfork Ben. 


One:Has Eyes Blackened and 
Other Gets a Bloody Nose. 
Both Suspended. 


(BY DIRECT WIRD TO THE TIMES.1 
ASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—{Exclu- 
sive Senator Mc- 

- Laurin of South Carolina stood 
in the Senate today and, eS 
finger at Senator Tillman. of h 
Carolina, yelled: “That is @ willful, 
malicious and deliberate lie!” 

Tillman was four chairs away from 
that occupied by his colleague. Betore 
McLaurin had got the final word fairly 
out of his mouth, Tillman, white with 
rage, had jumped over those four 
chairs, and with clenched fist, driven 
by his powerful vitality, had emashed 
Senator McLaurin in the face. Me- 
Laurin rallied from the blow and, sum- 
moning all his southern fire and wiry 
nerve force to his command, tried to 
strike back. Tiliman’s brute force was 
too much’ for him, wever, and he 
was simply beaten down under showers 
of blows that blackened his eyes, 
swelled hie cheeks and genefally dis- 
torted his features. 

That was how the most. sensational 
fight that ever occurred in the United 
States Senate happened. It ended— 
that is, the physical conflict ended-—by 
several dignified Senators and Senate 
Officials rushing in and pulling the two 
fighting Senators apart as they, would 
pull apart two fighting dogs. Feeble 
old. Senators rushed. to the Democratic 
side of the Senate and did their best 
to stop the fight, the whole thing pre- 
senting from the galleries a spectacle 
not unlike a bull ring when things 
get busy. Then, in order to etop the 
excitement, the Senate went into ex 
ecutive session, and tonight there 
to be heard on every hand threats of 
more trouble between these two South 
Carolina Senators, who have come to 
be enemies. 

| ‘TRAGEDY FEARED. 

So high ig excitement here that no- 
bedy would be surprised to hear at any 
moment that there had been a conflict 
with weapons, and that one.or the 
other of these Senators was dead. The 
outcome is dreaded by every member 
of the Senate. Meantime both Senators 
are suspended from the Senate, and 
neither can address the Senate until 
the Committee on Privileges and Blec- 
tions has passed upon the case. That 
committee may, if it sees fit, expel both 
Senators. 

The whole row started from the fact 
that Senater Tillman today made a 
speech in the Senate attacking the 
Philippine policy of the administration. 
In the course of his remarke

They tried to 
keep us from the Spanish war by a 
“collective note,” and now they are 
playing a game of hide-and-seek with 
‘the eternal verities” to prove there 
was no collective note: and that no- 
body ever planned to send one. 

The t may enjoy their ex- 
post-facto friendship for us—he de- 
lights in humor with a touch of pathos 
—but if collectively or individually they 
plan or practice aught against the in- 
terests or honor of the United States, 
they will be put out of the play before 
they reach the first goal in their game 


of diplomacy.
